Vichy yesterday reported that, 
swinging east from  Kotelnikovo 
towards the Volga, German forces 
had reached a point no more than 
30 miles from the river. Paris radio 
added that part of Stalingrad was in 
flames. following an intensive air 
attack. Neither report is confirmed 
from other ‘sources. Two villages 
have been retaken by the Russians 
in their new offersive on the Briansk 
front, while at Voronezh they have 
taken three strategic points and 
reached a railway, cutting German 
communications.—(Press Association 
and Reuter.) 

MOSCOW, Friday. — Under the 
weight of massed tank and air 
assaults north-west of Stalingrad, 
Marshal Timoshenko’s forces have 
been compelled to give ground in a 
few places, and to withdraw to inter- 
mediary defence positions, says 
Harold King, Reuter’s special cor- 
respondent. South of Stalingrad, 
however, the Red Army still is firmly 
holding its line, and in the Northern 
Caucasus the Germans admit that 
their thrusts have met with stiffer 
resistance owing to the mountainous 
terrain. In the past twenty-four 
hours the Germans south of 
Kletskaya have hurriedly brought up 
dive-bombers, tanks and motorised 
Tommy-gun battalions for what the 
Russians call a ‘‘ fist ’’—a vast con- 
centration of forces on a narrow 
sector. 

Two days ago the Germans suc- 
ceeded in breaking through to the 
west bank of the bua elbow, which 
they have been striving to reach for 
several weeks. Before they had time 
to organise a crossing, the Soviet 
Command launched a series of 
counter-attacks along the whole 


around Mineralnie Vodi, Pyatigorsk 
and Essentuki. The Germans are 
not having it all their own way in 
this mountainous terrain, and in the 
last few days the Russian defenders 
have forced them to change their 
tactical plans several times. 

At some points the Germans have 
been trying to by-pass the main 
Soviet positions, but these tactics 
are laying them open to attacks in 
their rear. : 

While the main spotlight centres 
on. the Caucasus and Stalingrad 
fronts, significant news of increas- 
ing Russian pressure comes from 
Voronezh. The Soviet offensive here 
is rapidly gathering momentum. In 
the last few days one fortified posi- 
tion after another has been cap- 
tured, and the Germans have been 
pressed steadily back. 

The Red Army has passed to the 
offensive also on the Briansk front. 
south-west of Moscow, and further 
north around Lake Ilmen, where the 
Germans are being steadily pressed 
back.—/( Reuter.)

Mr. Justice Meredith was a noted 
athlete in his youth, and was fond of 
continental travelling, Germany and 
Austria being his: favourite holiday 
resorts. He was a keen student of 
German, and was interested in Ger- 
man literature and history. He 
married a daughter of Mr. Charles 
Percy, of Weredale Park, Montreal, 
and lad two daughters. He was a 
member of the Statistical Society, to 
which he contributed papers. Two 
of his best known publications were 
Kant’s Critique of Aisthetic Judg- 
ment, a very erudite work, and 
Proportional Representation in Ire- 
land, a book which was widely read 
when that system of Parliamentary 
election was a puzzle to a great 
many voters. He was a member of 
the University Club, Dublin. 
On the 29th August, 1934, it was 
officially announced in Dublin that 
the Council of the League of Nations 
had appointed Mr. Justice Meredith 
Vice-president of the Saar Supreme 
Plebiscite Tribunal, a body that 
took the place of the judicial ad- 
ministration in the Saar pending the 
decision of the vote of the inhabi- 
tants regarding the future of that
